“Nineteen of 328 children failed 
the hearing tests. Only three of 
these had been previously known. 

“Of 297 children given a blood 
test for anemia, 14 (4.7 per cent) 
were found to be slightly anemic. 
For 10 of these children this was 
a previously unknown condition 
and they were referred to private 
physicians for further diagnosis 
and possible treatment. 

“Sereening tests for protein 
(indicating possible kidney di- 
sease) and glucose (indicating 
possible diabetes) in the urine 
were positive for only nine out 
of the 351 children examined. For 
four of the children the condition 
had been previously known. 

“Supervised by their instruc- 
tors, the U.C, dental students in- 
structed their patients on good 
dental habits, cleaned the teeth 
of and applied topical fluoride-to 
prevent tooth decay for 292 
pupils. 

“The dental students also ex- 
amined the teeth of these chil- 
dren and found that 208 (71 per 
cent) had cavities; of these, 58 
had “severe” dental carries. All 
these children were referred to 
private dentists for appropriate 
treatment. The cost of. this 
dental care, in most cases, is be- 
ing paid for from Head Start 
funds,

CANCER SOCIETY GRANTS 
TO LOCAL SCIENTISTS 


Research grants totaling $334,- 
880 were announced today by the 
American Cancer Society's Cali- 
fornia Division, 

William B, Forman, president 
of the Society’s Alameda County 
branch, noted that more than
